SIR HECTOR LANGEVIN. 

The following is the part of the text of

Uo Identiiled 4Jie pay- 
ment as the one aliown in exhibit "IiS;": ■"Mo- 
vomber, 1&87. $10,000." lie says: "I wont to 
give it to him in two ?5,000 - 53,000on eachocca- 
alon, and it was 'to bo kept secret.'" After- 
wards he says ho cannot loll tho dale, 1 hat it 
was discussed at the next audit, which ho sup- 
poses would bo in 1838, tho year following tho 

§aymcnt. The money, ho fays, was iiaid "in 
ir Hector's house at ditl'erciit dates." "Cannot 
toll whetlier winter or summer." He did not 
remember tho year, but ho says ho got tho 
•■'money at the dates of tho cheques and paid it 

■ Immediately after he got it from tho bank. It 
was paid In bills, which, to the best of his 
opinion, ■wore of tho Bonk of Br'tish North 
'America. Ho asked tlie bank for one hund.-ed 
dollar bills and got fifties and twenties. 

Alurphy's ciosi-examinatlon sbo^^s that 
while Murphv entered other irregular pay- 
ments in his diaries, this $10,000 does not ap- 
pear tiiorcln. He could not even select tho 
diary in wliich ho should look for it, hut llnally 
said that it must have hoen oilher ia tho year 
1880 or 1887. 

Anothur sum of SlO.flO^ supposed to have 
;.*ecn paid to N. K. Counoliy, is thus testllied 
-.'.to. It is sworn by Murphy [liat Nichol'is Con- 
- inoUy told him, llrst thai he paid ijaforuo J-Jin- 
gevin-?j,O0O on a letter from i-ir Hector, and 
then, tnat he p lid another S.5.IKI0 to >?ir Hector 
iLangorin bliusolf. Uobert JIcGreevy'sovidenco 
substantially agrees with that of Murphy. N. 
K. Connolly denies over having made such u 
payment, or liaviiig told Murpby or Uobert 
NlcGroovy that ho had done so. Sir Hector 
Langov ill's statement is OS follows:

CBOSSID THE S TSAITIS UN A L0». 

Tlirce Siiiprters from the Warspltc Escape by 
a Nervy aid Desperate Feac. 

A Port Townsend special to the Post In- 
tellieencer says : Three men-of-war's men, 
Fred Murray, Harry Russell and William 
Brown, deserted from H.M.S.cWar8pite on 
Wednesday at E quimalt snd succeeded, 
after pacBiug through a terrible ordeal, in 
reaching a place from., which the British 
authorities cannot take them by capture. 
They are now employed on a farm near Fri- 
day harbor. W^en the men first left the 
Warapite they employed an Indian to ferry 
them i> cross the straits in a canoe, giving 
him 520 for the work, but theferryn.an was 
dishonest enough to try to take them in the 
direction of the mainland, in the hope of 
i;etting the reward of $11) that is offered by 
the liiitiah author ities for the betrayal of u 
deserter. tJueasing the Indian's intention 
to turn traitor, the trio overpowered him 
and landed thenjselves near an Indian camp, 
still on the const of Britisli Columbia. The 
Indiana on shore had in the meantime told 
the atory of the flight to the olliccrs of 
the Wurspite. A dutuclnnent of marines 
went down to tlie beach and came 
up just in time to see tlie deserters 
landing the canoe. The mnritiea gave 
chase. The deserters fled down the heads. 
Corning to a heavy timber, six inches 
by twelve, and twenty feet lorrf, they 
launched it, and, sitting astride, paddled ua 
quickly as possible irjto the darkiieaa that 
just then canre on. The marines were forced 
to abandon the pur sirit for want of a boat 
of any kind. The men padilled all night 
up to tlieir waists in water. Once Murray 
fell, through sheer exhaustion, and was 
rescued with dilliculty by Ilia mates. A 
landing on Sun Juan island waa made at 
daybreak. When the men partially recov- 
ered from the effects of their strange voy- 
age, they got some dried salmon at an In- 
dian camp, and went to Friday Harbor, 
where some friends of Brown's helped them 
to get employment. All the men say they 
are well connected and sons of wealthy 
families (n England. Harry Russell claims 
to be & cousin of Sir Charles Russell, ex-at- 
torney-general. Murray's father has been 
a member of parliament and is still popular 
in politics in Englnnd. They are out of tlie 
reach of the Knglish aiitlioritiea, and the 
crime of desertion is not included in the ex- 
tradillou treaty. 

BIG ENGLISH BANK llOIJBEKY. 
Ovrr One UlUIon Dnlluri Lnit by Uysterlona 

Tliefi. 

Lo.NDON', Sept. 21. — The hanking world 
has just been startled by the announcement 
of an important bank robbery. The inati- 
tutioii is the Lo^idon & Westminster Bank 
{ imited), an important establishment, hav- 
ing over, fifteen branch houses in this city. 
The money stolen consisted of a large parcel 
ol bills, remitted from the oonnty bmks to 
tlic London & Westminster Bank. The 
iliiof, or thieves, must have cleverly 
watched for u proper opportunity to accom- 
plish the robbery, and have gained access 
to the iiparttrRiit t.ext to the iiiiiin entrance 
to the hank, 'i'lii' apitiiiiient in ca.'-y of 
access from the str eet, and the parcel of 
lulls is supposed to hare been stolen while 
the bank ollicials were cngnged in another 
apartment. It is cirrrently reported that 
the amount stolen was not less than 
STrrO.OOO, and that it may amount to 
§1,250,000. The police authorities of Scot- 
land Yard aro putting forth every exertion 
to capture the thieves. «

. . IS IT TRUE? 

It would Fcem like carrying ioopticiHiu un 
unreaaonalilo length to expreaa any doubt 
aa to tlic truth of the report of liiihnucoiUi'a 
death, that reached ua yeaterday. l!ut 
there have been so many reporta, all of 
them so plausible und all bearing such an 
ap^oaranco of cortointy, tluit it is hard for 
"tho newspaper re uler to place confidence in 
nny of tlieiii. Wc were fust told that the 
Dictator liiul been niurdercil by a mukleor 
while oroaaing tlio Andes, on his way to tlie 
Argentine Republic. Many believed this 
aooount, but it turned out to bo untrue — at 
least ic was soon discredited. Then we 
were told that Halmaceda had been taken 
on board an Auicricaii man-of-war uiul c. 
yeyed in her to a port of Peru. The p 
ticulurs of tlio escape were given, and no one 
Heomed to think of doubting a report so 
probable and so perfect in all its details. 
We are now required to reject tlie account 
as a pure fabrication from l)eginning to end, 
and to beliere that Biilmaeoda committed 
suicide in Santiago, and that lie left a. letter 
behind him informing tho world, among 
other things, that Mr. Eagan liad 
-given him good udvice. This story 
may. be true, but 'it is not on the 
face of it half so plausible aa tho 
narrative f f liia escape in the guise of a 
drunken sailor. We would not be at all 
surprised if the next batch of disputches iu 
formed the world that the report that the 
«]r-dictator had killed himself ia a canard, 
«ad that either 0B%of the other accounts is 
the''lrue one, or that no one knows where 
Balmaccda ia or where ho is likely to 
turn up. 

Then again, what has become of the five 
uiillioiis of dollars that the telegrams told 
us he had salted away in Europe! That 
imniense sum has now vanished and we are 
told that Balntaceda died a poor man. 
Wo have seen in u sketch of the life of Bal- 
niaceda, more reliable in every way than a 
telegram, tluit the lute President of Chili, 
waa, bLiore he was elected, a rich man. It 
is not likely that his rieliea while he waa in 
office had taken to themselves wings and 
fiown away. South American Presidents 
■do not generally get poor during thoir term 
•of office. The world will, we presume, be- 
fore very long find out whether this last 
report of the fate of Balmaceda is true or 

JjOt. 



AN EASTESN STRIKE. 

. The strike of the Ottawa lumber mill 
Ihands does not seem to men in this part of 
, tiie world as surprising. The strikers de- 
•olare that they did not cet more on the 

average than one dollar aiid five cents, a 
-day, and for this pittance they were cutn- 
pelleU to work twelve and a-balf hours. 
This gives eight cents and not quite a-hulf 
for each hour's work. In Ottawa nine dol- 
lars a week is considered good wages for a 
man strong enough to handle heavy lumber. 
What the meu want, and what they]have 
« truck work for, is more wages and shorter 
hours. The demand is not unreaaonable. 
How a man can support a family, even in 
an Eastern town where living ia cheap, on a 
dollur aud five cents a day is a mystery to 
us. Lumborii]g must bo a very poor busi- 
ness indeed if twelve hours and u half 
:.?«ioue3t work are not worth more to the 
miU-owner than one ilollar aud live cents or 
(3ven a dolhir lifty. 

Wages, it seems, have been lowered in 
Ottawa of late. The men were considerably 
better paid laat year. They are now con- 
tending for their former rate of wages and a 
day of ten hour.s. 

The st-ilio has evidently been managed in 
a, very clumsy manner. 'J'he nun have bad 
uo organization, or a very loo e one. I'revi- 
'OUJ to the strike they made no demand, 
■and they did not give tho mill owners notica 
<of what they intended to do. The strike 
'Was as much a surprise to tho employers as 
it waa to the rest of the community. Owing 
to the want of condiinatiou ami concerted 
liotion among the men, their inlluence, aa a 
body,' has been wasted, and the suddenness 
of the strike looks as if they wished to take 
the mill-owners at a disadvantage. They 
)haye, Ihercforo, less sympathy than they 
•would have had if they iuul conducted 
/fc'ieir movement iu a more busineas-like way 
and showed that they had some considera- 
tion for the interests of the employers, and, 
indeed, of tho industry whicli gave them 
'their living— such as it v. as. 

Some of the strikers, too, have acted in a 
disorderly way and assumed a threatening 
attitude. This rendered the interference of 
tho ndlitary necessary, and hail a bad in 
.(liicnce— from the atrikera' point of vieiV— 
■on tho community. But in spite of the 
jnlstttkes which the men have made, the 
tnoveraent is looked on with favor in eastern 
Canada. People generally consider that 
.the men have been underpaid and over- 
worked, and they feel for them and wiah 
ifchem to succeed. 

Several gentlemen, ciorgymon and others, 
% ive attempted to bring about a better un- 
djrstanding between the men and their em- 
dtfloyera, but their efforts have, so far, not 
met with much success. The employers 
oitlll hold out, deolacMUt that the wage's thny 



mve aro'as high ns thoy^aiTiiBora' to "poy, 
but they have not convinced tlie men, or, 
indeed, tho public, that they are right. 

It Eecma to ua that if' the men had been 
better organized and had conducted the 
nnvemout in a more huaiueaa-like way they 
would most probably ■ hf ve obtamed terms 
as good, or nearly as ^oo»d, as those that 
they aro now holding out \ov without being 
under the neceasity of calling a strike at all. 
Thoir terms do not appear to ho un- 
reasonable, aud if the oniployera had been 
allowed tho opportunity of conaiilering them 
coolly, like any other business proposition, 
tho probability is that they would have 
agreed to them, with perhaps some not very 
important nuidifleations. Hut employers, 
like the reht of mankind, do not like to be 
driven ovea to do what is reasonable and 
right. And when men are angry and ugi- 
t ited they are not in a proper frame of 
nund to consider difficult; and perplexing 
husinesa qucstiona. Aa it is, however, tho 
feeling of the public ia so strongly in favor of 
the atrikera that wo believe that the employ- 
ers will find it necessary to mako important 
concessions, and that an iigreimmit will be 
arrived at before very long. 

NKR VOUS XATIOXS. 

The peace of Europe must hang on a very 
alender threa<l, indeed, when it can bo dis- 
turbed by such appirenlly trifling ^cts and 
incidents as have of late created afjitation 
and alarm. A distiuguisheil lady visits 
Paris and the world holds its breath to ob- 
.serve how she will be received. It is be- 
lieved that if people of that city, who are 
not by any means friendly to tho nation 
to which she belongs and, iu a sense, re- 
presents, do not treat her with proper 
respect, if some excitable and ill-condi- 
tioned persona insult her as she passes 
th rough the streets, or if any kind of indig- 
nity is ofiTercd her by the paid creatures of 
unprincipled politicians, no one can be 
sure that there will not be w'ar between the 
two most powerful nations of Kuropo in 
leas than a mouth. This . lady was tho 
Dowager Empress of Germany, and it ap- 
peared at one time that the question of 
peace or war in Europe depended upon the 
way in which she was treated by the 
Parisisn mob, or, perhaps, the Parieian 
gamins. 

A few days ago a few officers ol tho Biit- 
U\\ navy landed on an island in the 
Mediterranean' Sea, not ,sfar from 
the entrance to the >DurdanclIea, 
and the rumor went >.rbutid the 
world that war in Europe wus inmnnent 
— .1 war in wdiich it waa most probable thut 
all the great powers would be involved on 
one side or the other. This report that the 
British had occupied a part of the island of 
Mityleme was believed to be true for forty- 
eight hours or so in every part of the civil- 
ized world. It alarmed very many, and 
had an efTeot on the money and b^hir mar- 
kets everywhere. Even the performance 
of a German opera in Paris was regarded 
with anxiety in many parts of the con- 
tinent, lest it should bo attended by circum- 
stances dangerous to the peace of lJurope. 
It was tho cause of considerable disturb- 
ance, but the exciteimnt was happily con- 
lined to the French capital, lint no one 
was sure that some unfortunate accident 
would not have happened or some rash deed 
done that would act on the feelings of 
the two jealous and combative nations like 
a sparlcflt on gunpowder, and precipitate ii 
war, the effects of which would be felt hy 
every nation on the f.icc of the globe. Such 
is evidently the state of feeling iu Kiuopo 
that cool-heailed men of experience believe 
that the peace may bo broken any d.ay hy 
some word or some circumstance in itself 
I ) all appearance too unimportant to de- 
serve seiiora attention. The nations of tho 
earth are to-d.iy in an exceedingly " nerv- 
ous " state, .'Mid are startled and ulatmcd 
by cny sight orsound which is at all suihleii 
or unusual. How long this strained condi- 
tion may last iit> is difiicuU even to conjoc- 
tiiD. There is no indication that the 
situation will be soon changed. The war 
c'nud U i-till black, it Still lowers, aud the 
sto;'m may break out at any moment.

Surely 
it is somebody's business to see that ordin- 
ary precautions are taken to render life and 
limb safe to those who have to use the side- 
walks of the tuburbs. 



Dniiiter Averted. 

A lighthouse and fog alarm station has 
been cstabliehed at Carnjauah, on the 
south shore of Vancouver Lsl »ul, at the 
west extremity of the Straits of .luaii do 
L'uca, a point long known to Uiivigalora as a 
very dangerous one. \\ ithin the past four 
years as many vchhcIh have been wrecked on 
tho rocks and boulders which render tljo 
place .so dangerous, and with the view of 
averting any further caliunitiea the station 
has been ostablislied. The light is a group- 
Hashing while light, allowing tin to bright 
Hashes, with intervals of tiftueu seconds 
between their points of greatest brilliancy, 
followed by au interval of thirty seconds, 
during the gicater part of which the light 
is eclipsed. Tho light is elevated IT-i feet 
above high «ater<niarl(, anil is visiblo about 
nineteen miles from all points of approach, 
being situate on the extremity of tho point 
immediulely to tho westward of tho Indian 
village from which it derives its numo. The 
tower Is a wooden building, with dwelling 
attached, in front of which ataiuls the fog 
alarm. The alarm consists of u fog horn 
' operated by Bteain and compressed air, and

, Septemljer Ist— A Satisfactory 
Balauce Slieet 



PoBitiou of Exceptional Streiifftb, Com- 
paring Wi'll With That 
Any Other Bank. 



A general meeting of the proprietors of 
tlui, Bank of; B. A. was held on Tuesday, 
September let, at the ofBcea of the' bank, 3 
Clement's Lane, E.G., Mr. K. A. Hoaro in 
the chair. TIio attendnncc was very aiimll. 

The secretary (Mr. A. G. Wallis) having 
read the notice convening the meeting — 

The Chairman said: Gentlemeo — In 
moving the adoption of the report, I have, 
' in the first instance, to draw your attention 
to. the charge , we hBTe introduced in our 
usual procedare by the publication of u 
balance sheet, ^whioh we have not proviouBly 
„ done at this time . of the year. This the 
Court has decided to do in anticipation of a 
possible wish on the part of the sborehold- 
ers for a more frequent statenieat of the 
bank's position. The chief banks in this 
'ocfiihtry are now pledged to a ihore frequent 

Suhlioation of their figures, tad it is the 
esire of the Court to conform as far as 
possible to the wishes not only of tlie 
shareholders, but of the customers of the 
bank and of the publio in this respect. 1 1 
may not be generally known that by the 
Canadian liiinking Act nil chartered banlta 
of the Dominion are compelled to 
publish in great detail a montlily 
statement uf nccounls. This bank has, in 
conformity with that Act, been accustomed 
to a publlciition of its accounts as frequent 
aa tlial upon which the London banks have 
now determined, namely, on the last day of 
eacli month. It is not, of course, possible 
to include in the monthly statement the 
figures of the London otfico, but neverthe- 
less it will be interesting to you to learn 
the net result of the position of the bank as 
snbinitted to the Dominion Government. I 
find that during the present y>'ar the pro- 
portion of Bpt'cie and notes of the Dominion 
Government, constituting the immediately 
available assets of the bunk, to the notes 
issued, and Government and other deposits 
payable on demand, constituting the imrac- 
diotc liabilites of tlie bunk, has been as fol- 
ia ws upon the dates n.inied : January 31, 
39 per cent., February 28, 39 per cent., 
March 31, 37 per cent., April 30, 35 per 
cent., May 31, 35 per ceDt.,'June 30, 35 per 
cent. These figures, I miiy say, are entirely 
normal, tliere being but liitle variation 
from year to year. They show, I think it 
.will be admitted, a position of exceptional 
strength, and will compare well with 
those of any other banking institution in 
Canada, , or in , any other country. To 
return to tlie figures Id 'the present balance- 
sheet, the changes between 'the preseat 
time and December 3Ut are not remarkable. 
There is an increase of £116,000 in the de- 
posit and current accounts, and a decrease 
nf £81,000 in the bills payable and other 
liabilities. Cash and specie show a decrease 
of £86,000, while cash at call and short notice 
shows an increase of £334,000. This latter 
considerable increase has arisen in the 
ordinary course of business, and baa no 
special significance. Our investments in 
Consols shsw an increase of £10,000, being 
the amount which was invested in accord- 
ance with the statement of the chairman at 
the last annual meeting. The premises ac- 
count still stands at £88,000, showing 
no change. By the time we next have the 
pleasure of meeting you, however, it is pro- 
bable that there may be an increase under 
this head, owing to the purchase of a town- 
site at Vancouver, upon which it is our in- 
tention to erect suitable bank premises. 
The future of Vancouver now appears suffi- 
ciently assured to justify the Court in mak- 
iag the outlay. It is also quite possible 
that additional expenditure may be incurred 
with the same objects at other places which 
may appear suitable to the Court. It has 
always been the policy of the Court to keep 
the total under the heading of Bank premises 
down to a figure as low us possible, and the 
result is that the proportion which the 
premises account of this bank bears to its 
paid-up capital is quite unusually low, be- 
ing, in fact, leas than 9 per cent. I may 
remind you, in this connection that share- 
holders in the principal banks in this coun- 
try are accustomed to a very much larger 
proportion than that. In fact, I believe 
that there is only one leading bank in Eng- 
land which shows a proportion of premises 
account to paid-up capital of less than 20 
per cent., while most of them range from 20 



to 25 per cent. In this respect — some of 
them being even higher. Tho Court is satis- 
fied that the total standing to the debit of 
the Company on this account is thoroughly 
covered by tho value of tho premises. I do 
not think there is any other item in the ac- 
counts which call for comment from me. In 
Juno last, our general manager, Mr. Grind- 
ley, camo to this country in connection with 
his private affairs, and ullbough his visit 
was limited to a few days, he was good 
enough to place a conaideniblo portion of 
his time at tho disposal of the Court. This 
opportunity of verbally discussing matters 
of in\portance was very gladly taken advan. 
tage of by tho Directors, and proved most 
valuable, and our only regret is that it has 
not been found possible in tho past to ar- 
range for such visits more frequently. Wo 
feel confident that tho shareholders, no less 
than ourselves, ore dccidy indebted to Mr. 
Grindley, whoso wise ami prudont manage- 
ment, and zeal in tho service of thu baiik, 
cannot be too highly estimated. As to tho 
future, there appears good reason to hope 
tliat tlw crops in Ontaiio niny i)rovo bettor 
than they have proved during tho last year 
or two. It is perhaps early to apeak with 
certainly, but there are indications of a 
more favorable result being realized this 
year. In Manitoba and the Northwest 
there was a frost of the 28th August, which 
has been riewed'seriously in some quarters, 
but it is too early yet to say what amount 
of damage, if any, has been done by it. 
Our latest cablejadviocs are to tho effect 
that tho original jestimates made on the in- 
jury done may possibly prove to have been 
exaggerated. Certainly it is to be hoped 
that this is tho cose, and that Canada may 
bear her full siiaro in supplying the de- 
licienciea of the European harvests. I now 
bog to move tliat the report and accounts 
herewith presented be received and adopted. 

Mr. R. II. CJlyn seconded tho motion, 
which wua agreed to uiiniiiiiiDUsIy, tlir pro- 
ceedinga thereupon leriuiiiating.

ASSYRIAN LIFE. 

Girl* Sold Like Chattels, &ud Swapped for 
Oameli and 8lie«p, 

Men live on (i cents a day in Assyria. 
Assyrian women, after 100 years of Chris- 
tian labor, are bought and sold; are made to 
work with o.\eii at the plow, and have as 
little liljerty as iu the days of Cudmus. 
Men who pay Sti a day to live, and ladies 
who ride to shops in victorias, thought over 
these things as they left the Lincoln Park 
(JongrcKational Cliurcli, .Sunday night. 
Amen Rasi, born on ilount Loljauon, told 
tlieae thinga in broken EuHliali. 

Allien Hiui is a tall, liandsoiuu Assyrian, 
with a akin as rich us the ciiiiiaiiioii silks 
made at the foot of the mountains on which 
he was born. Ho looked into the curious, 
bright eyes o{ girls, and told thorn that 
had they been born Assyrians, in Assyria, 
they could not go upon the streets unless 
their faces were concealed; thai they 
could neither receive nor make a call 
among woxcn without their husbftnd's con- 
sent, and that, if at any time, even by 
accident, they were seen by any man, or in 
any way recognized, no one would iiiai ry 
them. 

Ue suid that once two couples — a tall 
roan and a short woman, and a short man 
and a tall woman — stood before a priest to 
hewed. Tlie priest placed the tall man 
and tall woman and the shorb mm and 
short woman together, ond none of the four 
knew whether it was right or not, neither 
of them knowing the other.
